1. Otto Sllberberg, living In tne so-called Beamtenblock at the 
cornier of Orlllparzerstrasse and Schneckenbnrger-strasae in Munich 
c/o Kramer, Is suspect of intelligence activities* 

2. Sllberberg, an alleged Georgian and Soviet Army officer, 
had been at S3 Haapfcstruaf usurer In Italy during World War II. 
SilDerberg alleges to nave connections with CiC and to possess 
several Identification papers which would effect lamellate relaee 
in case of arrest. Slloerberg Is such given to alcohol. When 
drunk, ne tells of ms trips to the USSB and that he Is chief of 
an Organization of Pro-Soviet Emigrants. 

3. Slloerberg is said to be on Intimate terms with the daugnter 
of his host, Julians Kramer, who had been a secretary of Martin 
Bormann. 

It Is reouested that this office be notified as to 
whether Silberoerg Is an associate of a US office. 
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
